Washington, Dec. ‘26—The country’s 
forests again have been oalled upon 
to supply abont lour million Christ­ 
mas trees, and again many persons 
have asked themselves and have 
queried the United States forest ser­ 
vice, “ is the custom a menace to the 
movement for forest preservation?” 
in the millions of happy homes 
over the country where the younger 
generation hss made the Christmas 
tree the center of play since early 
Friday morning, there are many 
mother and fathers who have given 
the question more or less thought. 
From Sunday schools and other 
organizations also, which hold an 
annual celebration around a gayly 
trimmed evergreen for the benefit of 
the little ones, has come the question 
whether it is consisistent to urge» 
conservation of forest resources aud 
then to cut millions of young tiees 
overy year to afford a little joy in the 
passing holiday season. 
“ Yes, it is consistent and proper 
that the custom should be maintain­ 
ed,” has been th6 answer of United 
States Forester Gilford Pinobot in 
every case. “Trees are for use, and 
there is no other use to which they 
could be put which would contribute 
so much to the joy of man as their 
use by the children on this one great 
holiday of the year. 
“ The number of trees out for this 
use each year is utterly insignificant 
when compared to the consumption 
for other purposes for which timber 
is demanded. 
Not more than four 
million Cbristmas trees are used each 
year, one in every fourth family. If 
planted four feet apart they could he 
grown ou less than 1,500 acres. 
This 
olearing of an area equal to a good­ 
sized farm each Christmas should not 
be a subject of rnucb worry, wben it 
is remembered that for lumber alone 
it is necessary to take timber from an 
area of more than 100,000 acres 1 every 
day of the year. 
“ It is true that there has been 
serious damage to forest growth in 
the cutting of Cbristmas trees iu 
various sections of the country, 
particularly in tbe Adirondacks and 
parts of of New England, but in these 
very sections tho damage through the 
cutting o£ young evergreens for use 
at Cbristmas is inffnitesimal when 
compared with the loss of forest re­ 
sources through Ores aud careless 
methods of lumbering. 
The proper 
remedy is not to stop using trees but 
to adopt wiser methods of use.

The only oase thnt has been Hied in 
the superior oouit since the 27th of 
November whs a transfer case from 
the supetlor court of Han Joaquin, 
the papers of which were filed in this 
county on the 24tb ot December, as 
follows: 
Eben V. Vrauken vs. Robert Jam e­ 
son and Lawrence Hurke, transacting 
business os co-partners under tbe Hrm 
name of Jameson & Bnrke. Action 
was commenced 
in Han Joaquin 
county December 4, and afterward on 
demand of defendants, transferred to 
Amador county. The complaint al­ 
leges that plaintiff is tbe owner of a 
certain tract of land in San Joaquin ! 
county, upon which was located prior 
to September 15, 1908, a stack of nnt 
barley, oontaluing 198,600 pounds of 
barley, besides straw, of the value of 
81818.20. That in September plaintiff 
engaged defondants to thresh 
this 
barley, and on tbe 15tb defendants 
entered upon this work with a steam 
threshing outfit, and a straw burning 
steam engiuo to operate the same. 
That the outfit was in a defective, 
dangerous condition; that incompet­ 
ent persons were employed to manage 
the outfit; that sparks from the en­ 
gine set lire to the stack of barley, 
which was entirely consumed, except 
about 40 sacks of bailey, which bad 
been threshed and removed. By rea­ 
son of said fire plaintiff was damaged 
in the sum of 81539.60 for which sum 
plaintiff asks judgment, and for costs 
of suit. Edward Van Vranken 
is 
attorney for plaintiff and C.P. Vicini 
attorney for defendants. Upon the 
affidavit of defendants stating that 
their place of residenoe was in Ama­ 
dor county, the case was transferred 
for trial to the superior court of this 
county.

Quail Turned Loose. 
Chez Arditto received last Thurs­ 
day eight dozeu quail from Game 
Commissioner Vogelsang, to be turn­ 
ed loose for stocking purposes iu 
different parts of this county. 
It 
was his intention to keep the birds 
for a few weeks, oi until tbe close of 
tbe open seasou. If they wore turned 
loose at once they would be liable to 
full before tbe hunters, as it was im­ 
possible to distinguish the native 
quail from tho imported urticle. So 
au effort was made to hold them iu a 
wire iuclosure ou Court street. But 
this scheme proved a flat failure. J he 
birds iu their efforts to rogaiu their 
liberty would tiy against the wire 
barricades aud cripple or kill them­ 
selves. So Arditto concluded to turn 
them loose at once, as the best thing 
to do uuder the oiruumstauoes. It is 
veryJprohaUle that numbers of these 
imported birds will he killed helero 
the opea seaáou is over. Most of tho 
quail have already beeu turned loose. 
From long oouffuumeut, they 
have 
become comparatively tame, aud also 
being young birds, cannot tiy very 
well, und so become au easy pry to 
the huuteis.

MINING NOTES. 


Original Amador.—At this mine, 
which lies between the Keystone and 
the Bunker Hill, they have installed 
an electric nnmp, which was started 
for test purposes on Monday last and 
fóund to work satisfactorily. 
The 
mine is to be freed from water at 
once, and prospecting 
operations 
inaugurated. 
The shaft is 800 feet 
deep, with extensive drifts, so that 
the matter of taking out the water 
will consume some weeks. With the 
old Keystouo on the|sonth boundary, 
which has yielded something like 
twenty million dollars, and the 
Bunker ilill ou the north, whioh 
mine is now 
surrendering more 
liberally of gold per ton than any 
other operating mine iu the county, 
it is believed by those who are open­ 
ing up the Original Amador, after a 
period of inactivity of 25 years, that 
there should be according to logical 
deduction a dividend paying mine 
wittiiu the limits of this claim. 
Keystone—This old stand-by of bait 
a century is stlli silent, with no im­ 
mediate signs of an early resumption 
of operations. 
Amador City, al­ 
though still a lively, bustling town 
incident to the development of other 
mines in the vicinity, is divested of 
this main industry by tbe suspension 
of the Keystone. 
Aud this old mine 
is a long way from being played out 
or exhausted judging from tne depth 
to which the pay ore has beeu fol­ 
lowed 
in other portions of the 
mother lode. 
Below 1500 feet, it is 
untouched, aud betweeu tiiat depth 
and over 3000 feet, from which levels 
pay ore is being extracted in the 
Kennedy, there is ample scope for the 
Keystone to return to the dividend 
paying list, and keep therein for an­ 
other half .century. 
'The reopening 
of the Keystone is merely a matter of 
time. 
South Eureka.—Au assessment of 
Hve cents per share has beeu levied 
upon the capital stock. For nearly 
twenty years the stockholders have 
been assessed at short intervals to ox- 
plore this ground. 
Somtimos a body 
of fair grade rock has beeu en­ 
countered to beckon the interested 
ones to continue the money drain, 
if over any set of iuvestois deserved 
success iu a mining venture, ou ac- 
oouut of persistency in exploration, 
the South Eureka owuers havo cer­ 
tainly done so. 
The post office at tbe Uwiu mine 
lias beeu discuutiuued. 
Tbete is no 
immediate prospect of the resumption 
ct work ou this erstwhile richest 
mine on tho mother Jude. 
Kennedy.—The auuual meeting of 
stockholders was hold on December 
22d. The old directors were re-elected 
for tho ensuing year, ulso Web Smith 
unanimously re-elected superintend­ 
ent.

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GOM PERS IN 
CONTEM PT. 


Samuel Gompers, John Mitchell, and W . Morrison three 
labor leaders of the American Federation of Labor, have been 
sentenced by Judge W right of the federal court at. Washing­ 
ton, to imprisonment for contempt of court in refusing to re­ 
spect the injunction issued in connection with the buycott of 
the Buckeye Stove Company. 
The labor union declared a 
strike against the company, and to enforce compliance with 
the demands of the federation the company was declared un­ 
fair and the public requested not to patronize the offending 
concern. 
The company took the matter to the courts, and 
secured an injunction intended to lift the ban imposed by 
the union against their business. 
The court held that the 
boycott, and the methods resorted to in its enforcement, were 
in violation of law. 
Gompers and his associates, however, 
declared that the injunction was an infringement of their 
constitutional rights—of the right of free speech and a free 
press— and continued to advise the labor men to boycott the 
products of the company. 
Hence the court held them guilty 
of contempt. 
Gompers was sentenced to imprisonment for 
one year, Mitchell to nine months, and Morrison to six 
months. 
The sentences have raised a great cry throughout 
labor union circles. 
The truth is, had the victims been men 
of less prominence, and unidentified with organized labor> 
commanding a formidable list of voters, the sentences would 
have created little or no hostile criticism, 
They wonld have 
been held a righteous vindication of the respect due the pro­ 
cesses of the courts. 
Petitions have poured upon the president asking him to 
exercise his authority and pardon the convicted men. 
It is 
to be hoped that no hasty action will be taken in this 
direction. 
Indeed, the president has stated that he can do 
nothing until the case has traveled through the courts. 
An 
appeal w ill probably be taken to the supreme court, so that 
questions involved may be settled by the highest judicial 
tribunal. 
It will devolve upon the Taft administration to decide the 
proposition of pardoning these men. The incoming president 
is a man of judicial mind, and he is not likely to upset the 
decrees of the court unless there are solid grounds for so 
doing. 
It is said that neither the convicted men nor the 
unions will directly ask for the clemency of the president. 
But protests against the sentences are being sent in by the 
hundreds, which are intended to accomplish the same result, 
and without the humiliation of directly appealing for pardon. 
The manufacturing concerns throughout the country will 
watch the outcome with keen interest, because [of the vital 
issues at stake to all large employers of labor. 


The county clerks have formed an organization. 
The first 
convention was held in Sacramento last Saturday, with a fair 
attendance of these officials from every portion of the state. 
It has become the custom fot the county officials to form a 
distinct organization, for the furtherance of their own inter­ 
ests, and to influence legislation in that direction. 
Heuce we 
have the assessors, supervisors, sheriffs, school superintend­ 
ents’, convention, and lastly the county clerks have formed 
an organization. 
The chief topic of discussion at the recent 
gathering of county clerks seems to have been the inflation of 
their own fees and emoluments. 
They think they ought to 
be entitled to adivy of the hunting licenses issued, also of the 
naturalization fees collected. In other words they believe that 
every new duty laid upon them by law ought to mean an in­ 
crease of compensation for the official. 
T his principle will 
not be indorced by the general taxpayer. 
A s a rule county 
officials are overpaid, rather than underpaid. 
And the tend­ 
ency for years has been to dip deeper into the treasury for 
official salaries. 
Every excuse has been taken advantage of 
to this end. In scarcely a single instance does the fixed salary 
of the county official represent the sum total of the compen­ 
sation he draws from the public treasury, notwithstanding 
when the salary schedule was first established under the 
present constitution it was intended to include all services then 
required or thereafter to be required of the official. 
The tax' 
payers will view with disfavor these official combinations 
having for this primary object the 'bleeding of the taxpayers 
for the further benefit of couuty officials.

As climate ia one of the

state In attracting population, Amador 
stands second 
to no county in this re- 


< gard. Itshould, 
and no doubt willin

LOCAL EDITORIAL COLUMN. 


T H E D IS A S T E R IN IT A L Y . 


The Southern part of Italy was swept by an earthquake on 
Tuesday last which for destructiveness is unparalleled in 
modern history. 
The center of the shock seetns to have been 
about the straits of Messina, separating the island of Sicily 
from the Italian main land. 
Messina and most of the cities 
along either side of the straits, were partially or wholly des­ 
troyed. 
The region is thickly settled, the land thereabouts 
being exceedingly fertile. 
The loss of life is estioiated at 
from 50.000 to 150,000. 
The latter estimate is probably an 
exaggeration, as first estimated of such catastrophes usually 
are, but there can be no doubt that an appalling calamity has 
fallen upon that portion of Italy. 
The property loss will 
perhaps equal, if not exceed that of the earthquake and fire of 
San Francisco. 
The heavies; loss in life and property was 
not directly caused by the quaking earth, although in itself 
that was a fearful calamity. 
Fire was the principal agent of 
destruction in San Francisco. 
But in this Italiau horror, 
earthquake, water and fire conspired to work the havoc, water 
being the most destructive element. 
A tidal wave, 30 feet 
high swept over the doomed cities, carrying everything before 
it. 
There was no escape from such an onset. 
The vicinity 
of this calamity has been the scene of great natural volcanic 
disturbances from early time. 
Situated between the two 
great volcanoes of Vesuvius and Etna, earthquakes and vol­ 
canic eruptions are of frequent occurence. 
It seems singular 
that so deadly a region where a quarter of a m illion lives have 
been lost by similar disasters within the last 200 years 
should be sought for human habitation. 
But the situation 
for commerce in commanding, and so long as this is the case 
men w ill brave the perils of earthquakes, in the hope of course 
that a visitatiou of this character will not occur during ¿their 
lives. 


New York, the first city iu the land,the home of millionaires 
and expert financiers, of W a ll street and Tammauy, is prac. 
tically baukrupt and is likely to remaiu so for many years to 
come. 
The politicians are being blamed for its condition. 
When New York and Brooklyn became Greater New York, 
ten years ago, the net funded indebtedness was $246,698,884. 
Now it is $636,000,000. The available credit of the city is only 
&y3 m illion. 
Possibly the wave of reform and investigation, 
which started in at San Francisco and is now doing business 
in Pittsburg, may reach as far east as New Y ork and accom­ 
plish something.
